Archives, revised as o f Aug. IS, 1952, is «* follows* 

«the Office of Coordinate of Infoiration was established by h 
Presidential order of July U» 1941, to collect, analyse, end correlate 
inform cion bearing on national security and to sake this information 
available to tbe President and to such Government departments and offi- 
cials as the President might determine. It also carried oat at the 
request of the President supplementary activities to facilitate the 
ob taining of important information. By a military order signed by the 
President on June 13, 1942, this office ms designated as the Office of 
Stra teg ic Services and was placed u n d er the Jurisdiction of the Bolted 
States Joint Chiefs of Staff, in 2»cutive order of the same date trans- 
ferred cer tain foreign information activities of the Coordinator of 
Information, with related records, to the Office of War Information (see 
ggeord Group 208), and an Executive order of Jfereh 9, 1943, defined these 
to inirtw** *a31 phases of the federal program of radio, press, publication, 
aw rf related foreign propaganda activities involving the dissemination of 
information.* The duties of the Office of Strategic Services were to 
collect and analyse such strategic information as might be required by 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff and to plan and operate special services at 
their direction. ’The Office was terminated by an Executive order of 
September 20, 1945, effective October 1, 1945, and its records and ecm 
remaining functions were divided between the Department of State and the 

Department of War.

This guide (fol. II, pp>. 14-16) contains a general susssaty of 
the entire body of Marti** records of CfcZS, a* of “April 1947#" Including 
principally those in SStT, in the State Department, and in the National 
Archives, as well as firagaenta of OSS records known to be in other 
agencies. The *mmuty is as follows* 

"...In April 194? the greater part of the records of OSS were in 
the custody of the Strategic Services Unit of the Office of the Assistant 
Secretary of War, a unit that had inherited the work of the archives unit 
established within the Begistry of OSS in July 1945. These records 
included policy papers, operational reports, and administrative files of 
OSS headquarter* and records of the field eatablishsenta of OSS that had 
been shipped to Washington. A file of printed and processed military 
intelligence documents assembled by OSS, 1943-45 (24 feet) , is in the 
Departmental accords Branch, AGO. A considerable quantity of records of 
the Besearch and Analysis Branch and the Presentation Branch, including 
material resulting fro® the work of the Office of Strategic Services in 
assembling, analysing, and reporting on information to be used by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and other agencies, is in the Department of 
State (chiefly in its Division of Library and Beference Services), many 
documents having been integrated with materials fro® other sources into 
new series.
